UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (UPI) 
—Soviet Deputy Premier Anas- 
tas I. Mikoyan said Thursday 4 
high-level conference between 
Fast and West “is bound to 
take place” but it is difficult to 
say when it will occur. 

The touring Soviet leader, 
answering unrehearsed ques- 
tions at a news conference at- 
tended by more than 250 corre 
spondents, repeating his ap 
peal for an end to “nyet-nyet” 
diplomacy and the institution 
of “da-da” relationships. 

But, under pointed question- 
ing from diplomatic corre 

nts, he did not retreat an 
inch from hard Soviet positions 
expressed here and at interna- 
tional conferences in the past. 

Mikoyan. behind a phalanx 
of New York police cars, arrived 
10 minutes early for a visit to 
Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold. They talked and 
Hammarskjold took the Rus- 
sian on a brief tour of the 
building. 

“You know we have iong 
advocated a conference at the 
high level,” Mikoyan replied to 
a question on the prospects of a 
big power meeting. “We stick 
to this position. Our partners 
sidestep it, either by raising 
the issue of the level of the 
meeti or the agenda. The 
years keep running by, but 
still the agenda does not 


in 


emerge. 

“The conference can be side- 
stepped for a while, but it is 
bound to take place. When it 
is difficult to stay.” 

But Mikoyan said the Soviet 
Union did not want the world 
ruled by two powers—itself and 
the United States. 

“This is not our way,” he said. 
“We do not want two powers to 
solve issues which affect other 

wers. Nor do we want to 
divide the Americans from their 
allies nor get them to quarrel- 
ing, Just as no one can divide 
us from our allies.” 

Nevertheless, he said, this did 
not mean that the leaders of two 
or three states could not discuss 
the situation. 

Mikoyan found “interesting” 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles’ press conference remark 
earlier this week that free elec- 
tions were not the only basis for 
the reunification of Germany. 

“But he did not come up with 
a constructive proposal,” the 
Russian said. . “We think our 
proposal was an excellent one 
and nobody has come up with a 
better one.”

less than 200 miles.”

Dulles’ action in clearing his 
schedule to give Mikoyan every 
opportunity to talk as long as 
he wants was an indication of 
the importance which the 
White House and State Depart- 
ment have come to attach to 
Mikoyan’s “informal” visit. 

Mikoyan’s return to Wash- 
ington, after a tour of the Unit- 
ed States, comes amid indica- 
tions that both Russia and the 
United. States are relexing their 
positions slightly with respect 
to German reunification and 
European security. But U.S. 
officials have warned that, as 
far as they are concerned, there 
is no change in basic policy. 

Dulles has hinted that the 
United States may be willing to 
reunify Germany under some 
method other than the free 
elections ee which Washing- 
ton has always insisted in the 
past.

‘ Foreign Vice Minister Hisa- 
nari Yamada yesterday was re- 
ported to have promised a visit- 
ing U.N. official a greater flow 
of Japanese technicians to 
underdeveloped countries. 

Inf sources said Yama- 
da made the offer in response 
to a request for increased Japa- 
nese cooperation with U.N. tech- 
nical aid projects.

Yamada also was quoted as 
having drawn Owen's attention 
to the “too rigid” language tests 
that have to be passed by tech- 
nicians participating in U.N.

Earlier, Owen had told a press 
conference at the Foreign Of- 
fice that the U.N. technical aid 
program is being carried out 
with “special emphasis on 
Southeast Asia.”

Irregularities 

The Justice Ministry and the 
Supreme Prosecutor’s Office 
have decided to take stern ac- 
tions against violators of the 
Election Law in the forthcom- 
ing local and the House of Coun- 
cillors elections in view of an 
appreciable increase in illegal 
preelection campaigns going on 
since the last yearend. 

They have decided to go so 
far as to arrest those involved 
in vicious cases even before the 
elections are over. This will be 
an unprecedented step. 

For this. purpose, justice au- 
thorities are scheduled to in- 
struct representatives of local 
district and higher prosecutor's 
offices throughout the country 
Friday regarding the concrete 
steps to be taken to control elec- 
tion irregularities. 


About 4,000 local elections are 
scheduled to be held in the first 
half of this year. They will in- 
clude 9 gubernatorial elections, 
15 mayoralty elections and a 
number of elections for mem- 
bers of the prefectural assem- 
blies, town and village assem- 
blies and town and village 
heads. The Upper House elec- 
tions are scheduled for the early 
part of June. 


Some 100 cases of election ir- 
regularities are now being in- 
vestigated in connection with 
the June Upper House elections, 
while the number of cases 
under investigation regarding 
local elections totals about 70. 
Three persons have already 
been arrested on suspicion of 
violating the Election Law. 

A survey conducted by justice 
authorities shows that the way 
of carrying on preelection act- 
ivities has become extremely 


i clever and it is sometimes dif- 


ficult to distinguish between 
ordinary political activities and 
illegal preelection campaigns. 
The pronounced characteristic 
of this year’s preelection cam- 
paigns is that candidates for 
the Upper House have been 
campaigning for themselves 
while speaking in support of 
candidates in local elections.

The 
courts refused, saying the charg- 
es against him were of a poll- 
tical nature, hence not extra- 
ditable.

Pine- 
hurst home to Walter Reed Hos- 
pital in Washington. 

Only a few days before that 
Marshall had been awarded the 
Nobel Peace Prize for his efforts 
to achieve world peace. The 
award was in connection with 
his role in the multi-billion dol- 
lar European recovery am 
that became known as the Mar- 
shall Plan. 

After victory in ripe and 
the Pacific, Marshall retired in 
November 1945. But only a few 
days later President Harry 5S. 
Truman sent him to China for 
an attempt — unsuccessful — to 
bring a halt to the civil war 
there. 

He was on his way home 
from that assignment 13 months 
later when Truman named him 
Secretary of State. 

Marshall was the major 
architect of U.S. policy in the 
ensuing years of cold war 
against Russia. His stated policy 
in that area was “patience with 
firmness.” '

“We want good relations with 
the United States—yes. But 
submission—no.” 

The rebel leader also said he 
had been called a Communist 
and declared: ' 

“I'm not a Communist. They 
call anyone a Communist who is 
not sold to the Americans .. . 
I do not sell to the Americans 
nor do I receive o1 ers from the 
Americans.” 

Referring to the executions, 
Castro said “here no innocent 
person will be punished.” He 
pledged all prisoners would be 
judged within the law. All ex- 
ecutions would be carried out 
under the law. 

“It is incredible the number of 
murders these (Batista) men 
have committed,” Castro said. 
“We don’t ever want this to re- 
turn.” 

Castro reiterated earlier state- 
ments that the executions of 
war criminals will continue, 
“Cost what it costs.” 

In his informal remarks at 
the hotel, Castro declared: 

“We are trying those who kill- 
ed 20, 30 or 40 persons and 
they ask us to be humane!” 

Meantime, Cuba’s 1940 Con- 
stitution, which barred capital 
punishment, was modified by 
decree of the revolutionary 
Government Thursday to ap- 
prove death for war crimes.

The Japanese print, born as a 
popular art, is again returning 
to its broad base in the widest 
popular favor, During an inter- 
val of nearly a century this art 
was dormant, in ita homeland 
and was considered a hyper- 
artistic and overprecious genre 
by its adulators abroad. Now 
the Japanese connoisseurs are 
inclined to overvalue the top 
masters of Ukiyo-e, while the 
balance of good sense is being 
maintained by the public who 
can love sentimentally | and 
admire worshipfully, all at the 
same time.

China reinstated as a member of

Communist China resigned 
last August because of the IOC's 
“unconstitutional recognition” 
of Nationalist China. 


The Russian Olympic Commit- 
tee said in a letter to the Mala- 
yan Olympie Committee Thurs 
day that the chance'lor of the 
INC, Otto Mayer, did not have 
the right to accept the resigna- 
tion on his own authority. 

The Ruselan letter gsked that 
Maiaya “support the legitimate 
demands of the Ojyirpic Com- 
mittee of the Peoples Republic 
of China.” It said the whole 
questicn should he discussed at 
a meeting of the international 
committee. 

(When Communist China an- 
nounced its resignation from the 
IOC on Aug. 20, 1958, it also 
stated that it had decided to 
withdraw from eight other in- 


ternational sports organizations 
who violated their rules by rec- 
ognizing more than one national 
federation from each country. 

(Two months after Comme 
nist China’s resignation, the 
IOC announced in Lausanne that 
it had removed the name of the 
Chinese Olympic Committee of 
Peiping from its records and 
lists.) 


(In Lausanne, Mayer said his: 


acceptance of Communist 
China's resignation would have 
to be confirmed at the next ses- 
sion of the IOC in Munich at 
the end of May. 

(He said: “Naturally, it te 
understood that the resignation 
of the People’s Republic of 
China from the Olympic move- 
ment must be confirmed at a 
session of the International 
Olympic Committee. 


(“I did not actually sa 
when I replied to the inese 
committee, but of course the 
IOC must give its confirmation 

to the resignation.” 

(Mayer said he would be 
replying briefly to the Russians, 
probably Friday.)

Yaoita Beats World 


Flyweight King Perez 


Orient fiyweight champion 
Sadao Yaoita won a wnanimous 
decision over world fiyweight 
king Pascual Perez in an upset 
nontitle 10-rounder at the Me- 
tropolitan Gymnasium at Sen- 
dagava last night. 


Perez—who had been unde- 
feated since winning the crown 
—weighed in at 110 Ibs. against 
Yaoita’s 112% Ibs. 


Referee Kunitharu Hayashi 
scored it 20 in favor of Yaoita, 
while judges Nicky Pope and 
Koshiro Abe scored it 40 and 
24 for the young Japanese 
fighter. The Japan Times scor- 
ed it 3-2 for Yaoita. 


The 23-year-old Orient fiy- 
weight champion, who is rated 
No. 4 world fiyweight by the 
National Boxing Association 
(NBA), had been considered 
easy prey for the famed Argen- 
tine veteran boxer. 

However, Yaoita managed to 
whip the “little giant” record- 
ing his 28th win in his boxing 
career—by maintaining fast 
footwork and tactful outfighting 
throughout the bout. 


There were no knockdowns 

in the fight but it was thrilling 
throughout. 
In the first half of the fight, 
Yaoita cleverly ma to 
dodge the hard throws of the 
champion. 

In the second half, the Japa 
nese fighter showered Perez 
with left hooks and one-two 
straights in the face and jaw. 

The 32-year-old South Amert- 
can grabbed the world title in 
November 1954, when he de 
throned Yoshio Shirai, Japan’s 
oniy world champion, in Tokyo. 
He has since turned back seven 
challengers. 

The fight started with Perez's 
aggressive left hooks and right 
straights. But Yaotta managed 
to dodge by fast footwork. 

In the third round, Yaoita 
took the lead with an effective 
one-two straight to the face of 
his opponent after Perez missed 
a long left hook. 

In the fifth, Perez, too eager, 
to regain lost ground, tried des 
perately to catch Yaoita with 
straights and hooks. But Yaolta 
tactfully kept out of range. 
Yaoita managed to land counter 
blows to Perez's face and won 
the round. 

Perez spurted in the sixth 
round and dealt some effective 
one-two straights. and hooks to 
Yaoita near the ropes. Yaoita 
countered by dealing fast 


straights to the face.

The International Business 
Machines Co, of Japan yester- 
day announced a new electronic 
computer system which is cap- 
able of performing 210,000 addl- 
tions or subtractions in one 
second.

The United States has invited 
Japan to submit a list of com- 
modities on which Japan would 
like to negotiate for tariff reduc- 
tions by the U.S., under the 
terms of the Reciprocal Trade 
Act, as extended last year. That 
most significant remark in the 
speech this week of American 
Minister Ben H. Thibodeaux 
was strangely lost in_ the 
coverage given in the local Eng- 
lish-language press. 

After the luncheon meeting, 
sponsored by the ACCJ, Minis- 
ter Thibodeaux said that these 
negotiations were not planned 
for the GATT meeting to be held 
in Tokyo next autumn, but for 
a tariff-negotiating session in 
1960. The Japanese reply, he 
said, is expected April, 
whereupon it will go through 
the machinery of preparatory 
discussion within the U.S. Gov- 
ernment agencies concerned. 

The GATT meeting in Tokyo 
this autumn will, however, take 
up some matters which may 
very well be indicative of Amer- 
ican official temperament on 
tariff matters for the 1960 ses- 
sion. Japan has informed the 
U.S. that, under the provisions 
of GATT, she will ask for com- 
pensating tariff reductions to off- 
set the increased duties on clin- 
ical thermometers. 

Thermometers themselves are 
a minor item in the Japan-U.5. 
export picture. But this will be 
the first test of the principle of 
compensating reductions, and 
one which Japan will watch 
closely as an indication of Amer- 
ican adherence to the spirit of 
GATT. 

It is p enprery that Japan will 
enter this test area cautiously, 
with relatively minor requests. 
To ask too much in exchange 
for little would reflect badly on 
the Japanese side, obviously. 

The Japanese request on this 
score has not yet been received 
in terms of specific commodities. 

This minor preliminary skirm- 
ish aside, it is worth speculating 
on the areas in which Japan 
may ask for major tariff reduc- 
tions In 1960. It is obvious that

Japan Invited to Submit 
Tariff Cut Plan to U.S.

tariff-cutting session at Geneva. 

Since then, Japan’s exports to 
the U.S. have doubled, and. in 
specific areas have brought out- 
cries from American competing 
industries. 

In the textile field, it is obvi- 
ous that Japan cannot—political- 
ly speaking—ask for further re- 
ductions in cotton goods or silk 
goods; nor is it meaningful to 
seek lower tariffs on woolens 
while the Geneva Reservation 
tariff-quota system is in opera- 
tion in the U.S. 

This leaves only rayon tex- 
tiles and secondary products, 
among the major textile group- 
ings. Exports of these have been 
small to the U.S. market, but 
growing moderately in recent 
years. Item for comparable 
item, rayon products carry 
higher U.S. tariffs than do cot- 
tons. It is worth a guess that 
the Japanese Government will 
be under pressure from trade 
circles to ask for lower tariffs 


on these “potential” export 
items. 
This principle applies else- 


where as well. The most ad- 
vantageous areas to seek lower 
tariffs would be commodities 
which are being exported in 
modest volume, but which 
would be capable of increase 
with slightly lower tariffs. 
Otherwise, tariff reductions are 
meaningless. 

Metalwares, electrical and 
electronic items them- 
selves as worthy of a guess in 
this direction. 

Too often in these matters, 
the Japanese side seems to for- 
get that reciprocity is the 
keynote to all of the GATT 
negotiations. What will Japan 
offer in exchange? Or will 
Japan continue to “cry 
and ask for more than she is 
willing to give. 

A little more is often justified 
on poiitical grounds or because 
of severe economic stringency. 
But perhaps we may adduce 
some hint of the American at- 
titude toward Japan’s wails of 
poverty from certain. portions 
of Minister Thibodeaux’s recent 
talk. He commented favorably 
on Japan’s rising foreign ex- 
change reserves and gently 
criticized the Government's ex- 


cessive caution on relaxation of

previous year, special procure- 
ment contracts concluded dur 
ing last calendar year came to 
$143,236,000, the Economic Pian- 
ning Agency announced yester- 
day. 

The amount was at a new an- 
nual low since the inception of 
the special procurement con- 
tract system at the time of the 
Korean War. 


The contract figure was 
broken down into $67,375,000 in 
commodities, which was #9 
per cent less than the previous 
year, and §75,861,000 in serv- 
ices, also 23 per cent less. 

The decreases in special pro 
curement demand contracts 
were primarily brought about 
by the pull out of U.S. Secur- 
ity Forces, and inactive procure- 
ments in goods for overseas. 

Procurement contracts for 
coal dropped 902 per cent, 
those for plywood 69 per cent, 
lumber 60.6 per cent, motor 


trucks 56.5 per cent and fur 
niture 41.8 per cent. 
On the increase side, dry 


electric batteries topped the list 
with a 984 per cent increase 
in orders, followed by eggs with 
114 per cent. 


In the field of service con- 
tracts, construction shrank by 
49.7 per cent and engine repairs 
by 42.7 per cent. 

Service contracts for tele 
phone and telegraph installa- 
tions increased 10.7 per cent, 
transportation, cargo loading 
and unloading and warehouse- 
ing also went up 7.8 per cent.

ComplicatedU.S. Formula 
To Raise Textile Quota 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo. 
Reuter)—The United States 
has proposed a complex formula 
to increase Japanese cotton tex- 
tilé shipments to this country 
by 10 million square yards in 
1959, it was learned Thursday. 

But the proposal contains 
features which Japanese sources 
here believe will make it unac- 
ceptable to the Tokyo Govern- 
ment. 

Japanese negotiators, who re- 
ceived the proposal a week ago, 
were said by informed sources 
to believe that the concession 
would have little value when 
applied to market conditions 
and might even result in a net 
dollar loss to Japan. 

Japan requested when the 
negotiations began last month 
that its voluntary annual quota, 
first imposed in 1957, be in- 
creased from 235 million square 
yards to 249,500,000 square yards 
this year. 

Representatives of the Unit- 
ed States ‘domestic textile’ in- 
dustry were briefed at the Com- 
merce Department Thursday on 
the progress of the negotiations 
and a spokesman for the manu- 
facturers said later that they 
were opposed to some 
of the American counterpro- 

Is. 

Although the industry spokes- 
man did not reveal any figures, 
his statement was seen as bear- 
ing out reports that the United 
States was willing to permit 
some increases in imports from 
Japan. 


Details of Proposals 
Other sources close to the 
negotiations gave some details 
of the various proposals made 
by the two sides. Under the 
1957 . agreements, the over-all 
quota of 235 million square 
yards was subdivided into five 
major groups: Group I, cotton 
cloth, 113 million square yards; 

Group II, made-up goods, 
million square yards; Group III, 
woven apparel, 71 million 
Square yards; Group IV, knit 
goods, 12 million square yards;

US. Textilers’ Statement 


The United States textile

“It is ~ omen PE to us,” 
they said, “that in the light of 
current facts the Japanese 
Government and industry 
would consider doing anything 
less than a reasonable reduc- 
tion in their textile quota to 
the United States. 

“Some compelling factors, to 
us, are these: 

“1, Our industry's duc- 
tion today is 5 to 10 per cent 
below the 1956 level when the 
quota was developed. Thus, 
the Japanese quota represents 
a higher percentage of our 
domestic market today than 
when it was announced. 

“2. Our imports from other 
countries, notably Hongkong, 
have risen sharply. Results— 
a larger portion of our market 
being taken up by foreign 
goods, which means that the 
Japanese goods have an even 
greater adverse affect on our 
domestic industry. 

“The U.S. textile industry is 
being forced to carry sub- 
stantially more than its just 
share of the economic impact 
of our Government's interna- 
tional political policy, and any 
thought of adding further to 
this burden by increasing the 
Japanese quota is beyond our 
comprehension.” 


Some Points Acceptable 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A _ re- 
presentative of the U.S. textile 
industry said Thursday manu- 
facturers would accept some 
points in Japan’s proposed cot- 
ton textile export program to 
America for 1959 but found 
others “absolutely wunaccept- 
able.”

cotton textile market was larger 
than it was today. Consequent- 
ly, he said, U.S, manufacturers 
felt that Japan was actually 
obtaining a larger share of the 
market now, because it had 
shrunk in size since 1956. 

The American millman also 
complained that while Japanese 
exports have remained fixed, 
imports from Hongkong of the 
same items had intensitied com- 
petition in this country. 

A third factor, Jackson said, 
was the fear of U.S. manufactur- 
ers that the U.S. Government 
would lower the price of raw 
cotton sold abroad and thus in- 
crease the existing 20 per cent 
disparity in price for American 
buvers.

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France and North Africa 

After having settled various important matters in 
Metropolitan France, and restored the French people’s 
confidence in themselves, President Charles de Gaulle has 
now to come to grips with the awkward problem of Algeria. 

In opening the first National Assembly of the Fifth 
Republic with a pledge to work toward a political solution 
in that territory, distracted for the past four years by a 
major revolt among the Moslem inhabitants, General de 
Gaulle advocated action through universal suffrage. Wheth- 
er at this late stage a settlement with the malcontents on 
these lines is possible remains to be seen but we fear the 
prospects are none too good. 

While it may be reasonably supposed that Algeria's 
best interests lie with a continued close connection with 
France, and cooperation between the European elements 
in the country and the Moslems, it must be realized that 
the concept of Arab nationalism, as formulated by. Egyptian 
President Nasser and other Moslem leaders, has made con- 
siderable appeal to Algerians. 


The establishment by the rebels of a “provisional 
Algerian Government” in Cairo has complicated the issue. 
This “Government” has taken over the direction of the 
Algerian revolt from afar and, although it does not com- 


mand the respect of all the 


rebels, it has had the effect 


of crystallizing opposition to the French. 

Mr. Debre, the new French Premier, has mentioned 
the possibility of a ceasefire coming about through negotia- 
tions with the rebels but at the same time stated that 
France would not negotiate a political settlement with 
them.j In Cairo, the “information minister” of the “pro- 
visional government,” Mohammed Yazid, denied that there 
had been any contacts or negotiations direct or indirect 
between his “government” and the French Government. 


The French do not, of course, 


recognize any such Algerian 


authority as that set up in Cairo and consequently are not 


likely to attempt any negotiations in that directi 


on. 


Algerian progress has always been influenced by two 
opposite policies—one of assimilation to France and the 


other of development on separatist lines. 


The Emperor 


Napoleon III did not encourage colonization but inclined 
to the belief that Algeria should be an Arab state under 


the suzerainty of France. 


Nevertheless, the number of 


French and other European colonists gradually increased 
until today they number about one million out of a total 
population of about 9% million. The number of these 
European colonists and the extent of their stake in the 
country constitutes one of the difficulties of the Algerian 
situation. Many of the Moslems have received a French 
education and have more or less become assimilated to 
a European way of life and these no doubt are ready to 
welcome a continuation of the French connection. 


In 1956, the then Socialist French Premier Guy Mollet 


proposed that the future status of Algeria should emerge 
from free discussion with freely elected representatives 


of the Algerian people, that 


there should be neither an 


Arab state nor a French province of Algeria, but that 
there should be an autonomous Algeria united with France 
by indissoluble links. General de Gaulle’s ideas seem to 


be on similar lines. 
The problem of Algeria 


cannot be entirely cut off 


from conditions in other parts of North Africa. The with- 
drawal of French control from Morocco and Tunisia, the 
setting up, under the auspices of the United Nations, of 


the kingdom of Libya and 


the expansion of Egyptian 


power under President Nasser have all contributed to 
stimulate the movement for a “free Algeria” in the minds 
of the Arab and Berber population, and particularly among 
those who have few contacts with the European colonists 
and French culture and have preserved practically intact 
the indigenous way of living and the Moslem faith. 


The future of North 


Africa cannot be considered 


certain. European influences—mainly French, but in a 
lesser degree Spanish and Italian—are likely to remain 


important factors. 


The North African territories border 


the Mediterranean and are likely to remain in close con- 
tact with the European nations across the sea to the north. 


When Arab invasions came in to destroy the remains 
of Roman civilization in North Africa there was an isola- 
tionary effect that lasted for centuries but this could not 
do away with the factor of geographical proximity. The 
recent oil discoveries in the Sahara have increased French 
interest in North Afrit¢a and France hopes much from 


future mineral developments.

the Algerian problem can be solved satisfactorily the out- 
look for North Africa may be considered better than it has 
ever been.’ But it will take all General de Gaulle’s genius 
for organization to secure this. 


The Role of Bureaucrats 


Ability of Expert Administrators Gains Appreciation in Policies 


Among recent political issues, 
the controversies over the 
teachers’ merit rating and the 
proposed extension of police 
powers have doubtless been the 
most important ones excepting 
foreign affairs. 

Dus te the fundamental dif- 
ference of views between the 
Government and the Opposition 
Socialists, these issues have be- 
come exasperating and the con- 
troversies still linger on. Both 
of these issues, however, are in 
essence a question of bureaucra- 
tic control. 

The Education Ministry 
authorities want to subject 
schoolteachers to the merit rat- 
ing system, which will of course 
facilitate promotion, demotion 
and other administrative affairs 
in education. The teachers in 
private schools are under the 
management of a private board 
of trustees. The majority of 
schoolteachers, however, are 
working in public schools under 
local education boards, The 
Education Ministry authorities 
are concerned with this latter 
group of sg¢hoolteachers, who are 
technieally employes of the local 
governments. 

The bill to revise the Police 
Duties Law, which was once 
submitted to the legislature and 
then shelved, has proposed to 
enlarge the power of policemen 
in execution of duties, for in- 
stance, in searching the person 
of suspected criminals for con- 
cealed weapons and also in tak- 
ing preventive measures against 
the possible use of violence by 
gangsters or demonstrators. In 


short, its aim was to facilitate *TY) 


the functioning of the police as 
the law enforcement agency of 
the Government. 

*Fascistic’ Control 

The opponents of these new 
measures, including many left- 
ists, feared the possibility of 
abuse of power and sofme of 
them. went so far as to allege 
that the new measures will pave 
the way for revival of “fascism” 
in Japan and cause another 
war. 

Even the extreme antagonists, 
however, do not necessarily 
allege that the officials concern- 
ed are consciously promoting 
“fascistic” control. The offi- 
cials, for their part, may feel 
some slight resentment to such 
a word as bureaucratic control. 

But in modern statecraft, 
some measure of bureaucratic 
control is an absolute necessity. 
This is true in any country of 
the world regardless of the polli- 
tical theory officially sanctioned. 
And the word “bureaucratic” 
does not always mean ineffi- 
ciency. 

In this country, officials who 
were ohce associated with the 
now, defunct Home Ministry are 
perhaps the foremost in recog- 
nizing the need of bureaucratic 
control and perhaps even some 
political control. But a great 
number of officials think that 
they are just performing their 
duties, which are politically neu- 
tral and which only serve public 
welfare. 

In a private conversation, a 
high official of the Education 
Ministry once expressed a sense 
of bewilderment by saying, 
“This (the issue of teacher rat- 
ing) is just not the kind of polli- 
tical issue to make so much fuss 


| about.” 


Bureaucrats in Gov't 
In a modern state, however, 
bureaucrats have figured pro- 
minently not only in officialdom 
but also in politics. Looking 
back at the list of postwar Japa- 


nese Cabinets, it may easily be 


seen that most of the Japanese 
Prime Ministers were former 
bureaucrats. 

After the Surrender Cabinet 
of Adm. Kantaro Suzuki, Prince 
Higashikuni formed a Cabinet, 
which was considered to be ex- 
ceptional. Of the seven other 
postwar Prime Ministers, four 
have distinguished themselves 
in the bureaucratic career, 

From the diplomatic service, 
we have ex-Prime Minister 
Kijuro Shidehara, ex-Prime

There has been much criticism 
made against the alleged 
“fascistic” control In many 
cases, however, such criticism 
has been based upon the doctrin- 
aire leftist theory of class 
arugele and has served to 
divide the nation rather than 
to unify it. But there should 
be other angles to the problem. 

New Type Needed 

The leftist labor federation 

Sohyo, for instance, is a bw 


reaucratic organization itself. lt 


is outspoken in criticizing bu- 
reaucratic tendencies in Japan's 
ruling circles, but the same cri- 
ticism must be directed also 
against the ruling circles of So- 
hyo itself. 

And free enterprises, when 
they grow bigger, need bu- 
reaucratic organization. To 
quote from a textbook of soci- 
ology, “large bureaucracies ap- 
pear everywhere, and where 
formerly individuals made inde- 
pendent decisions according to 
their own best knowledge and 
experiences, the majority now 
must follow instructions, and 
only a few departmental heads 
are in a position to form com- 
prehensive judgments and a 
policy of their own.” : 

The idea of dualism between 
bureaucracy and free society, 
‘which derives from the past 
century, is now fast becoming 
obsolete also in this country. 
Assuming that Japan will con- 
tinue her peaceful economic de- 
velopment, we may count more 
businessmen in the future Cabi- 
net lists than we are doing now. 

Indeed, what we want to have 
is not the old-fashioned type of 
bureaucrats. There must em- 
erge a new personality type, 
which combines the initiative of 
the free entrepreneur with the 
tradition of the civil servant to 
think primarily in terms of pub- 
lic welfare,

Seidensticker’s Review 


To the Editor: 

In the Jan. 6 edition of The 
Japan Times there appeared a 
review by Edward Seidensticker 
of The Rise of the Merchant 
Class in Japan, by my friend 
and former colleague, Dr. 
Charles Sheldon. 

I do not know that Mr. Sei- 
densticker is an authority on 
Japanese economic history but, 
this notwithstanding, it would 
seem to me that the tone of his 
review is condescending and 
that his critical remarks seem 
grossly unfair. 

To say that a book succeeds 
in spite of its having “every- 
thing wrong with it” is to beg 
the question, for success—par- 
ticularly in this case—ought to 
be measured by the degree to 
which the author accomplishes 
his stated purpose. 

Dr. Sheldon, I am sure, did 
not intend merely to write an 
amusing story for the edifica- 
tion of book-lovers, though it 
would appear that Mr. Seiden- 
sticker feels that such should 
have been foremost in the 
writer’s mind. Then, from this 
seemingly mistaken point of de- 
parture, the reviewer goes on 
to castigate the author for writ- 
ing in too “crabbed” a style, 
and expresses misgivings over 
the “solemn academic trep- 
pings.” 

These criticisms might have 
seemed more justified had Mr. 
Seidensticker been able to il- 
lustrate them with a more per- 
spicacious example; instead, the 
reader's attention is focused on 
a solitary and quite insignificant 
little footnote, containing a 


typographical mistake, which in 
no way detracts from the book's 
excellence. 


Using the same irrelevayt 
criteria, one might execrate the 
entire review on the ground 
that the reviewer's name was 
misspelled, which, incidentally, 
was the case in my copy, 

Furthermore, if Dr. Sheldon’s 
book contains “a number of in- 
accuracies,” it is the duty of 
a conscientious critic to de- 
lineate them carefully and to 
offer suggestions for their cor- 
rection, or, failing this, to offer 
an equitable sample of the kind 
and number of such inaccura- 
cies. 

As for the style of writing, 
there are those who prefer to 
employ a “crabbed”, academic 
style because they feel it often 
communicates better than the 
sometimes breathless, gushing 
journalese of its detractors. 

I realize that Mr. Seidenstick- 
er may be under the reverse 
type of orders he alleges Dr. 
Sheldon to be under; namely 
that he must not be serious. 
Well, the review was not seri- 
ous. But the pretenses of the 
first three paragraphs seem to 
be trying to create that speci- 
ous impression. What follows, 
I suppose, would admirably 
grace the pages of most literary 
supplements. The reason for 
all this carping, really, is that 
I can’t help but feel that a 
work by so meticulous and 
splendid a scholar as Dr. Shel- 
don deserves better treatment 
than it was accorded on Jan. 6.

Nasser’s nationalism may 4p 
peal to the Africans, but at the 
same time they are extremely 
jealous of Nasser’s domination. 
They will also hesitate to Tre 
ceive help from the Western 
powers because of their deep- 
roéted suspicions of the “im- 
perialist” countries. Then, are 
they for communism? There is 
no doubt that wherever there 
is social unrest and political 
vacuum the Soviet Union will 
take advantage of the situation. 


Confronted with the animosity 
and resentment of the Africans 
what can the Western powers 
do in order to prevent infiltra- 
tion of Communist influence? 
The West is confronted with 
the same problem there as in 
Asian countries. What policy 
and financial aid are acceptable 
to the “too” nationalistic 
people? The newly liberated 
countries must rely on bigger 

wers for economic and in- 
dustrial development, because 
political independence does not 
guarantee better living to in- 
dividuals. 


The Western which 
have occupied African territories 
and are still ruling there with 
the idea of white supremacy 
are often naively materialistic 
in their thinking. They. may 
say, “We have built hospitals, 
roads and schools for the na- 
tive people and have done a 
great deal to improve their 
standards of living.” But do they 
realize that very often the 
African people care more : 
sionately for such intangible 
gains as freedom and respon- 
sibility than merely a _ better 
way of life? 


One thing is certain: that 
Africans want their own way. 
They are determined to decide 
their own futures.

Documents on 2 Vital Matters Published

HONGKONG — The plenary 
meeting of the Central Commit- 
tee of the Communist Party held 
in Wuhan from Nov. 28 to Dec. 
10 appears to have been of un- 
usual importance. Two of its 
which have been made 
public deal with the retirement 
of Mao from the chairmanship 
of the Government, and a long 
decision on the communes.

The decision of the Central 
Committee on the communes 
has a tone of studied modera-

It states that 26,000 communes 
have been organized which now 
include 99 per cent of the farmer 
households of the country; ex- 
periments have been made in 
the cities, but conditions there 
are different and it is better to 
wait until ple are convinced 
of the n for communes, 
Given as Socialism 

A great deal of space is 
devoted to showing that this ts 
not communism, but socialism, 
since ownership is vested in the 
commune and not in the people 
and distribution is according to 
work and not according to need. 
It will be 15 or 20 or more years 
before true communism can be 
reached. 

Those comrades, therefore, are 
wrong who imagine that we are 
on the verge of communism; by 
saying this is in the villages, 
they are debasing the ideal of 
communism in the eyes of the

Biggest 1959 News 
Likeliest in China 


LONDON  (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
Prof. D. W. Brogan, a well- 
known British scholar and 
author, expresses the view that 
China would be the area where

“The Chinese are the most 
numerous people in the world 
and one of the most competent” 
Prof. Brogan wrote in an article 
published in the Liberal News 
Chronicle. 

“If they can be remade, if 
hundreds of millions of human 
beings can be cut off from their 
roots, led alike to despise the 
family and the dead, induced to 
accept willingly a degree of con- 
trol by the State that the Rus- 
sian Communists at the moment

A few days after this docu- 
ment was issued, the Central 
Committee approved rules for 
the communes in the province 
of Hupei, which may be taken 
as a model to be followed every- 
where, Curiously some of these 
rules contradict the decision 


outlined above. Thus, while the 
first document postpones the 
organization of communes in 
the cities, the second orders 
immediate steps to be taken in 
the large cities of Hankow ana 
Wuchang; again while the first 
states that houses will always 
remain private property, 
second orders the building of 
communal housing as an eX- 
periment. 
Fluidity Handy 

Such contradictions are not 
unintentional, for they are not 
unusual in the party's tactics 
when a big drive is in progress. 
It is no doubt convenient *o 
have a certain fluidity in ar- 
rangenients when opposition ‘s 
anticipated. That there is oppo- 
sition to the communes was 


‘first admitted publicly in a re- 


port from Shansi Province giv- 
en by the People’s Daily on 
Dec. 16 and Dec 19. This no- 
tices financial defalcations by 
Party leaders, breakdown in 
the direction of the labor force 
and complaints by the peasants, 
eg. “A man’s life today is two 
shoulders, one mouth, one 
blanket, one tool, one belly to 
fill, tolling at what you are told 
to toil, going where you are 
told to go: is there still such 
a thing as the family?” 


At the same time and same 
place as the Central Committee 
meeting which issued the de- 
cision on the communes, the fi- 
nancial minister held a meeting 
which made it clear that the 
communes are to be the means 
of drawing all funds into the 
hands of, the State bank; the 
communes are in fact a gigan- 
tic financial operation. 

Militia’s Fart 


The decision itself mentioned 
another important aspect of the 
organization, namely the part 
played by the militia. It laid 
down that the militia was to 
be under the orders of the 
heads of the commune, but also 
under the orders of the higher 
militia command, which pre 
sumably means the local milli- 
tary command. The militia are 
of two kinds—full-time and 
part-time. It is evident that 
there is no metaphor in the 
Statement that the commune 
organization is military. 

Communists in other coun- 
tries appear to look with amaze- 
ment at the Chinese organiza- 
tion and at the name “coi. 


mune” which was repudiated . 


by no less a person than Lenin, 
There has been no disposition 
to imitate the organization 
elsewhere, except perhaps in 
Bulgaria which does not how- 
ever use the name, commune.
